Sports seems to breed this strange af- 
fliction. It’s known as the nickname, 
wherever you go in the world of sports, 
you'll find an athlete with his Christian 
surname hidden behind an informal pet 
tag. 

Like in baseball, George Herman Ruth 
was known as Babe, Edwin Donald 
Snider as Duke, Harold Henry Reese as 
Pee Wee and Jay Hanna Dean as Dizzy. 
Likewise football. Orenthal James Simp- 
son became O.J., and Elroy Hirsch was 
better known as Crazy Legs. Need we 
mention basketball’s Earvin ‘‘Magic’’ 
Johnson? 

But hockey probably leads them all, 
since it only seems like everyone has 
one. How they got them is another story. 
Perhaps Hector Blake stubbed his ‘*Toe’’ 
one day. And maybe Frances Clancy 
thought of himself as a ‘‘King.’’ Edouard 
Charles Lalonde, we hear, did sell papers 
as a kid, but considering his regular 
moniker, we can assume he liked 
“‘Newsy’” better anyway. 

Others are more obvious. Bobby Hull 
moved as fast as a ‘‘Jet’’? and Henri 
Richard like a ‘‘Rocket.’’ And probably 
the most famous nickname was richly 
deserved and earned by the great Bernie 
Geoffrion, known to his parents as 
Joseph Andre Bernard and to the hockey 
world as ‘‘Boom Boom,’’ or 
“*Boomer.”’ 

He got his name innocently one day as 
a rookie. It was at the close of a practice 
session at the Montreal Forum, and the 
new kid in town was practicing his pow- 
erful shot (he invented the slapshot, you 
know). Two scribes were sitting in the 
stands watching as Geoffrion fired and 
fired at the net, missing more often than 
he hit. 

A shot missed, but the sound of a hard 
shot hitting hard board reverberated 
around the empty arena. ‘‘Boom,”’ said 
one writer. Another shot missed, same 
sound. ‘‘Boom Boom,”’ said the other. A 
nickname is born. 

Which brings us to the Los Angeles 
Kings, who are as normal as any other 
team in their assortment of players with 
strange nicknames. 

Marcel Dionne. He didn’t wait long 
for one. When he reported to camp as a 
Detroit Red Wing, hockey great Gordie 
Howe took one look and called him 


“‘Beaver,”’ finding his likeness akin to 
that of the little Indian in the Red Ryder 
comic strip. 

He got another when he landed in Los 
Angeles. ‘“‘Lou,’’ as in Lou Costello of 
the famed comedy team. The likeness 
was striking and Dionne, on occassion, 
can go into the same panic-stricken 
routine as the comedian. It obviously 
doesn’t bother him, either: he has a belt 
buckle with the name inscribed on it that 
he wears often. 

Butch Goring didn’t have to wait long 
for his either, although there isn’t as 
much romance involved. Robert Goring, 
you see, was the son of Robert Goring, 
so the name was a good way for mom to 
make the distinction between Sr. and Jr.

Grahame — The goalie is known 
as Gygrend”’ or ‘‘The Rev.’’ by 
teammates y“‘I got it when I was playing 
with Hous the WHA.

And 
it really stuc n evangelist Billy 
Graham came through Houston one sea- 
son.” 
Rob Palmer — ee ately known 
as ‘“‘Lumpy,’’ and Gary sy ns is to 
blame.

G - 
mons, forever the practical joker, pop 
a few about it and the name stuck, eve 
though the bump went down. 

Andre St. Laurent — ‘‘Ace,’’ but for 
no particular reason. ‘‘I got it as a rookie 
with the Islanders. Erie Hicke tagged 
me with it one day and it stuck.”’ 

Randy Manery — Take a look at some 
old bubble-gum cards of Manery and 
you'll notice he once had a full head of 
hair, and wore it long. ‘‘I was making a 
scene one day in the lockerroom when I 
was in Atlanta and Mike Walton said, 
‘Manery, one more word and I’ll bale 
you and your straw hair like hay.’’’ Now, 
his teammates call his ‘‘Straw’’ because 
he only has a few strands left. 

Steve Carlson — ‘‘Blade,’’ but don’t 
say it too loudly. The forward is as thick 
as the blade of a skate, say his friends 

. . away from his locker. 

Brad Selwood — ‘‘Rags.’’ Don’t ask. 

Even the coach has one. Bob Berry 
was known as ‘“Crease’’ when he was a 
player since he scored most of his goals 
from that area. Now, writers refer to him 
as crease since he has these perpetual

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lines in his forehead in worry over his 
team. 

Other Kings also have nicknames, but 
these are basically variations on their 
names, such as ‘‘Murph’’ for Mike Mur- 
phy, ‘*Goldie’’ for Glenn Goldup, ‘‘Jen- 
nie’’ for Steve Jensen, and ‘‘Chaz’’ for 
Charlie Simmer. 

Old Kings are not going to be forgotten 
here, either, since some of them are as 
good as any. 

Simmons, the former goalie with a tat- 
too for every occassion, was known as 
‘“*Cobra’’ because the biggest and best 
tattoo on his frame was that of the fame 
snake. He went as far as to having a cobra 
painted on his mask while he was with 
the Kings and having one painted on his 
car. . 
Pete Stemkowski only played a season 
with the Kings, but he had two appen- 
dages, so he ranks mention. Stemmer 
(his variation) was tagged ‘‘The Polish 
Prince’’ when he was in New York be- 
cause of his heritage, accounteance and 
propensity for jokes as in ‘‘the clown 
prince.’’ He was also known as “‘Orca,”’ 
as in whale. 

So imagine the laughter one fine after- 
noon flying back from a road trip when 
he stewardess announced that the film 
“*Orca’’ was being shown enroute. 
Stemkowski slept through it. 

The best, though, came through the 

agical mind of former owner Jack Kent 
ke. When the Kings obtained one 
speedy Swede named Juha Widing, JKC 
frowned on the idea of the PA announcer 
announcing “‘Juha’’ game after game. 
Thus, the name ‘‘Whitey’’ was borne. 

Lest we forget, the two King announ- 
cers also have their own names, although 
less known to the public. Bob Miller, the 
affable play-by-play man, is known as 
“*Steamo,”’ after ex-King Bob Murdoch 
(‘‘Mud’’) caught him eating fast in a re- 
staurant, really, as Murdoch said, ‘‘pork- 
ing it in with a steam shovel.”’ 

And colorman Pete Weber has a few, 
too. Like Rollie, since he’s built a bit 
roly-poly, and Felix, since Kings’ gen- 
eral manager George Maguire forgot his 
name one day early in his stay here and 
called him that by mistake. 

So, don’t be surprised one night if you 
should hear someone on the ice yell out 
‘‘Lou’’ even though there’s no one 
named that on the team. It’s only an af- 
fectionate way of hailing a teammate’s 
attention.

If Guy Lafleur is the best player in 
hockey, and many people believe he is, it 
is because he has always had a superb 
supporting cast with him in Montreal, 
something Marcel Dionne has not in De- 
troit or Los Angeles. 

The hypothesis for comparison has 
always hinged on the same ‘‘what if” 
question: Lafleur is the National Hockey 
League’s Most Valuable Player year in, 
year out. But what if Dionne played in 
Montreal, and played with star linemates 
like Lafleur has had, the likes of Jacques 
Lemaire and Steve Shutt, game in and 
game out? Would he be better? 

Well, the question can now be ans- 
wered, and those people encamped in 
Lafleur’s corner must yield the floor, at 
least for the moment that is the 1979-80 
NHL season. 

The Los Angeles Kings’ star center 
has finally found the proper place to di 
play his talents, namely between a pairo 
fine wingers in Dave Taylor and Charlie 
Simmer. And in the process, he is on a 
pace that projects him beyond two of the 
NHL’s most hallowed records and the 
ever-present image of Lafleur. 

Halfway through the season, Dionne 
was on a pace enroute to breaking Phil 
Esposito’s record for most points in a 
season (152) and Bobby Orr’s mark for 
most assists (102). In the process, he has 
moved onto the NHL’s all-time top 20 
list for points. 

He is a virtual clinch to crack Bobby 
Clarke’s NHL record for most assists by 
a center (89), and, even if he should fail 
to crack Esposito’s record for most points 
in a season, he’ll top 140, putting him 
alone with Espo as the only players in 
league history to notch that many in a 
season. 

Lafleur, in all of his tremendous sea- 
sons with the Canadiens, and playing 
with the likes of the incomparable 
Lemaire and hard-working Shutt, never 
did that. So it is time to pay Dionne his 
due as the best player in the game. 

“It’s been a sensational season so far, 
hasn’t it,’’ said Dionne with a smile after 
a workout one day. “‘Remember what I 
said at the beginning of the season? I said 
then that I thought we’d have a great 
season. We were all in shape, we were 
working well together, and everything 
was falling into place. I really felt good. 

“‘T never thought we’d do this well, 
though, I have to admit. The start was 
sensational and we never really stopped 
going until Charlie got hurt. 

___“‘T said before the season we could be 
hot stuffif we stayed healthy. It looks 


like injuries will be the only thing that 
stops us.”’ 

On January 13 of last season, coach 
Bob Berry put the just-recalled Simmer 
on the line with Dionne and Taylor. After 
a slow settling-in period, Simmer began 
to hammer home goals, and the results 
has been the smoothest-working trio to 
ever lace on skates.

likely spoil their chance at the NHL’s 
unofficial record for points by a line 
(351), but is shouldn’t deter from 
Dionne’s sensational season. 

One only has to look as far as Marcel’s 
right and left wings to find testimonials to 
his ability, and to his teammates and 
coach to find his value to the club. 

‘When I was a rookie, I wanted to 
play with Marce,’’ said Taylor. ‘‘I al-

ways wondered what it would be like. I 
wanted the chance. When I got it, I was a 
little intimidated. He has so much ability, 
I was afraid I’d get in his way. 

‘*After playing with him, I learned to 
go ahead and play my own game, that I 
didn’t have to do anything special for 
him. He gave me confidence in my own 
game.” 

“Bob (Berry) told me the job was 


mine to lose when I was recalled,’’ said 
Simmer. ‘‘After that first game, I felt 
comfortable. Nervous before it, but I felt 
like I fit. It was because of Marcel. He 
never told me what to do. He suggested 
things, and by instinct I got things done. 
Once I started to score with my stick 
instead of my skates, things started to 
click. 

“*Marcel only asks that you work hard 


and do your job. Dave and I know what 
we have to do, and Marcel knows what 
we do best, so he fits his game into ours. 
He’s a smart player. Early in the season, 
he knew teams wouldn’t be watching me 
as much as Dave or him, so he set me up a 
lot and I got off to a hot start. He’s always 
thinking of how to get an edge.”’ 

‘“‘The thing about Marcel is that he 
makes everyone a better player,’’ said 
team captain Mike Murphy. ‘‘Every left 
winger on the team played with Marcel at 
one time and every one benefited from it 
in the point column. It took Charlie to 
make the line whole, which has been a 
help to the team. But anyone could play 
with Marcel, and do well.”’ 

Everyone did for Dionne’s first few 
seasons here. Yet even playing with a 
number of different wingers, he managed 
to scored 40 or more goals and 94-plus 
points in two of three seasons. The year 
he fell off, playing under since-dismissed 
coach Ron Stewart, missing 10 games 
with a shoulder injury and playing 
numerous others in pain, he still man- 
aged 36 goals and 79 points. 

Last year, playing just a half a season 
with Taylor and Simmer, he scored 59 
goals, 71 assists and 130 points, all 
career highs. 

““You know what impressed me about 
Marcel? Watch how hard he works on 
defense,’’ says Coach Berry. ‘‘He 
checks as hard as anyone on the team. He 
works as hard on the defensive end of his 
game and he does on offense. If there is 
any youngster who wants to learn how to 
play two-way hockey, they should watch 
Marcel.”’ 

‘The big thing,’’ says Marcel, ‘‘is for 

to succeed as a team. I guess that’s 
why I feel so good about the line doing so 
well. We’re a team of our own. It doesn’t 
matter to me if I score, just so we score. 
That’s what the game is all about. If I 
benefit, hey, that’s okay. But I feel just 
as good when I see guys like Davey and 
Charlie do well and get the recognition 
they deserve.”’ 

Last season, the Islanders’ Bryan Trot- 
tier won the MVP award. But at mid- 
season of this year, the NHL player’s 
association awarded Dionne its Lester B. 
Pearson Trophy, the association’s ver- 
sion of the MVP award for the same 
season. 

The award was made after a vote, not 
of the writers, but of the players. To his 
peers, Dionne was the best player for 
1978-79. 

To everyone in the game, there is no 
question about his standing for 1979-80. 
Whatever riches come Dionne’s way for 
the current season will be well-deserved.

“To most of the press, the big story % 
has been the play of Charlie,’ says the

And, Marcel always gets attention. Righ@e 
now, I’m like No. 3 on the line. 

‘“*But I don’t mind it that much. Most 
of us look at each other like equals. It 
doesn’t matter who gets the press or who 
gets the goals. It’s who wins the hockey 
games.”’ 

Taylor is not particularly outgoing. He 
doesn’t volunteer, but simply admits, 
yes, this is his best start. A year ago, his 
43 goals and 91 assists were sixth and 
ninth, respectively, in the league as he 
smashed the team records for right 
wings: Through his first 40 this year (he 
missed two with an injury) the totals were 
30 and 72. 

‘The way everything is going,’’ he 
says, “‘I hope to get more goals and 
points than last year.”’ 

If Taylor under-reacts to his start, he 
does say having less attention focused on 
his has not diminished the pressure. 

“*The way the other two guys are play- 
ing, I almost have more pressure on me 
just to play as well as they are,”’ he says. 
“Marcel is probably the best guy in the 
league. Anytime you play with a guy like 
that, it has to be to your advantage. Char- 
lie is a big, strong guy who helps in the 
corners and around the net.”’ 

So is Taylor, strong beyond his 6-foot, 
185-pound frame. And, his defensive 


play often is obscured by his'scoring abil- 
ity. He had the second best plus-minus in 
the NHL a season ago, best among for- 
wards. 

“It bothers me a little bit, not to be 
recognized more for my defensive abil- 
ity,”’ he says. ‘“But most players get rec- 
ognition for their offensive play. Very 
few do for their defensive play.’’ 

Even if there were no publicity, Taylor 
would be very happy right where he is. 
He gets power plays and plenty of ice 
time. 

‘“‘But there are disadvantages,’’ he 
says of working on the line. ‘‘Like we 
always have the other team’s top defen- 
sive line out against us. 

‘‘Actually, I don’t mind playing the 
good lines head-on, because we can 
score against just about any line in the 
league when we’re playing hard .and 
forechecking well. And, they’re usually 
ut there just thinking about stopping us, 
there’s less chance of goals against.”’ 
Taylor doesn’t miss college hockey, 
but he does miss one aspect, if you can 
miss something that wasn’t there. 

“*One of the things I always liked was 
no red line,”’ he says. ‘‘The whole game 
was always skating and there wasn’t 
ynuch holding or grabbing. That might be 


the biggest thing I miss. Most of the 


games were wide open and the fans en- 


 @joyed the game more.”’ 


He also doesn’t miss winter. 

“I had never been out here before I 
joined the team,”’ he says. ‘‘I really like 
it. You can’t beat the weather and you 
can’t beat the organization the way it is 
now. We have a great rink and good fans. 
The only drawback is the travel. But I 
wouldn’t want to leave here at all.’’ 

Dave Taylor expects more out of him- 
self these days. He expects more out of 
the team, too. 

“With the draft choices we have, if not 
next year, maybe the year after we could 
be a legitimate contender for the Stanley 
Cup finals,’’ he says. 

““We may have the best offense in the 
league. We have good goaltending. We 
have a good defense, although we could 
improve. One or two more guys. Maybe 
a couple more forwards who could put 
the puck in the net.”’ 
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A MODERN RECORD 


Charlie Simmer’s 13-Game Scoring 
Streak May Get An Asterisk, 
But Needs No Apologies

When Andy Bathgate set the modern 
NHL record by scoring goals in 10 con- 
secutive games during the 1962-63 sea- 
son, I was there and I do not recall the 
names of Babe Dye, Cy Denneny, 
Newsy Lalonde, Joe Malone, or Punch 
Broadbent being mentioned. Nor were 
they when Bobby Hull and Mike Bossy 
equalled the record during the 1962-63 
and 1968-69 seasons, respectively. 

But, when Charlie Simmer surpassed 
the modern mark by scoring goals in 13 
straight games this season, the word 
“*modern’’ was stressed and the feats of 
those grand old guys who scored in from 
11 to 16 straight games were featured. 
Perhaps this is because Bathgate and 
Bossy played in New York, where heroes 
are hailed as gods, and Hull, Chicago’s 
Golden Jet, already was a god. Simmer 
was merely a minor leaguer from the far 
west. 

But there really was a drastic differ- 

ence between the games played by the 
2) old guys and those played by the moderns 

d if Simmer’s record may need an as- 
terisk, it needs no apologies. 

When the old-timers played, eight 
players dressed for a game. Frequently, 
players played the entire game. One 
player, Frank Nighbor, the league’s first 
MVP, once played six straight games 
without a substitute. Obviously, you are 
more apt to get goals if you play 60 mi- 
nutes a game, as Punch Broadbent often 
did, than if you play 15 to 20 minutes a 
game, as Smilin’ Charlie Simmer does. 

Also, there was no red-line at mid-ice. 
There were the blues, but they divided 
the ice into three sections, not four. For- 
ward passing was permitted anywhere 
within the forty-foot center zone. The 
great shooters like Lalonde, Malone, and 
Broadbent hung around mid-ice waiting 
for lead passes that would bring them 
breakaways. The great shooters took 
most of their team’s shots. 

A minor penalty left a team shor- 
thanded three minutes, a major penalty 
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five minutes. If a team scored a power- 
play goal, the penalized player could not 
return to the ice. Lalonde, Malone, and 
Broadbent had three to five minutes to 
score against a shorthanded team and 
could score as many goals as they could 
get. A match penalty left a team shor- 
thanded the rest the game. 

Goalers were just getting used to going 
down to block shots. Until a few years 
earlier they were fined two bucks each 
time they left their feet, as if that was 
cheating. They were barely allowed to 
bend down to block low shots by Broad- 
bent and that bunch. All in all, it is not 
surprising all the old scoring records 
were set between 1917, when the NHL 
was formed, and 1922. 

In the early years of hockey there were 
many major and minor, professional and 
amateur leagues pressing for promi- 
nence. When the NHL was formed in 
1917, there were only three teams that 
played the entire season. The entire sea- 
son consisted of just 24 games a team. 
There was little travel between the towns 
of Toronto, Ottawa and Montreal. 
Games sometimes were weeks apart. The 
players were not ground down as is a 
Simmer in today’s 80-game grind from 
coast to coast. 

All the high goals-per-game marks 
were set in that 1917 to 1922 period: 

2.20 — Joe Malone, Montreal, 44 
goals in 20 games, 1917-18; 

1.64 — Cy Denneny, Ottawa, 36 
goals in 22 games, 1917-18; 

1.64— Newsy Lalonde, Montreal, 23 
goals in 14 games, 1917-18; 

1.63 — Joe Malone, Quebec, 39 goals 
in 24 games, 1919-20. 

As were those streaks of games with 
goals: 

16 Games — Punch Broadbent, Ot- 
tawa, 1921-22; 

14 Games — Joe Malone, Montreal, 
1917-18; 

13 Games — Newsy Lalonde, 
Montreal, 1920-21; 

12 Games — Cy Denneny, Ottawa, 
1917-18; 

11 Games — Babe Dye, Toronto, 
1921-22 & 1920-21. 

Oh, they must have been grand old 
guys, but they played an old game. 

Harry ‘‘Punch’’ Broadbent got his 
. nickname from the fury of his fist- 
fighting. Most players fought with sticks 
in that early era, which was savage com- 
pared to today. Broadbent used to admit, 
“‘T have a hard time controlling my el- 
bows.” Around stints in the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force, he scored 122 goals in 
about 150 games in the NHL. 

Maurice Joseph Malone led the old 
NHA in scoring in 1912 and 1913 and his

rosse player in the first half of this cen- 
tury, he was a member of the first team of 
Montreal Canadiens in hockey. He once 
scored 38 goals in an 11-game season in 
the NHA. He scored 124 goals in 98 
games in the NHL. A fierce fighter with 
fists and sticks, he was suspended often. 

When he became the coach of the New 
York Americans, players refused to play 
for him. One said, ‘‘He was the dirtiest 
sonofabitch I ever played against.”’ 

Cyril Joseph ‘*Cyclone Cy’’ Denneny 
was small, but savage. Teamed with 
Punch Broadbent, they were ‘“The Gold 
Dust Twins.’’ Cy once skated with his 
brother on a line that scored 66 goals in a 
22-game season. He scored 246 goals in 
about 275 NHL games. 

Cecil Henry ““Babe’’ Dye lost his 
father early and was taught sports by his 
mother. He was called ‘‘Babe’’ because 
he almost joined Babe Ruth on the Balti- 
more Orioles. Dye even shot well with 
his back to the goal. He scored 202 goals 
in about 250 NHL games. 


Edouard ‘‘Newsy’’ Lalonde oe 


All are in Hockey's Hall of Fame. All 
lived long and died in recent times. Dye 
died at 63 in 1962, Malone at 79 in 1969, 
Denneny at 78 in 1970, Lalonde at 92 in 
1970, Broadbent at 79 in 1971. But, all 
are gone and the game they played is 
gone, too. 

Dye scored 15 goals in one 11-game 
streak, 22 in the other, Denneny 23 in his 
12, Lalonde 24 in his 13, Malone 35 in

scored 15 in his 10, Bossy 12 in his, 
Bathgate 11 in his. Simmer had 17 in his

Simmer’s streak stretched from Nov.

With that, he strode out of the Culver 


City ice rink where some of his King 
teammates were continuing a shooting 
drill. 

No, he wasn’t walking away from a 
game he’s played all his life. No, he 
wasn’t coming down on hockey. No, he 
wasn’t suffering from the grind of the 
National Hockey League. season. 


What he was preparing to do ek ings 


something that has become increasing] 
important in America, especially among 
athletes. 

Doug Halward, with teammate Mike 
Murphy, was going to visit the New 
Horizon Workshop in Sepulveda, a voca- 
tionally oriented program for mentally 
handicapped adults. 

He and Murphy spent the afternoon 
touring the facility with Chuck Seley, the 
work progrma administrator. When the 
tour was completed, Seley asked for 
questions and Halward said, ‘‘What can I 
do to help?’’ 

The Kings have just broken the ice, so 
to speak, with the New Horizon Work- 
shop, but lending himself to such pro- 
jects has been something Doug Halward 
has thought about frequently. Last sea- 
son he split time between Springfield and 
Los Angeles, but now that he’s firmly 
situated with the Kings, it was time to get 
involved. 

“In the major cities of Canada the 
guys do quite a bit of charity work,’’ said 
Halward. ‘‘Football is involved here, but 
hockey is a little bit behind. Hopefully 
the NHL will be able to contribute more. 
If we can do it where hockey isn’t that 
popular, it can be a big help, but I’m not 
looking at it that way. 

“Personally, I have a bit of spare time 
so I can go out and help people who 
haven’t been as fortunate as us. This has 
shown me there are other things in life 
more important than hockey games. It 
gives you a different outlook. 

““We did some of this when I was with 
the Bruins (before being traded to the 
Kings). We visited hospitals and sick 
kids. I hoped to get into something like 
this when I was traded.” 
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The whole situation becomes kind of a 
mutual admiration society. The athletes 
like to help out and those they help are 
thrilled to death. 


“*Just being visible at our social events 
is a big thing,’’ said Seley. ‘‘That gener- 
ates a great deal of enthusiasm because 
our people follow sports on television 
and look up to the athletes. It helps them 
when they are able to participate in athle- 
tic and recreational events.”’ 


Seley said that money, of course, is a 
key to the functioning of the workshop 
and athletes like Halward can also help in 
that area. By having athletes lend their 
name to a certain project, those who 
aren’t involved in sports may see the 
need to contribute. Seley also hopes to 
have a charity softball game between the 
Kings and Lakers. 


Those are just a few of the number of 
ways athletes are able to help those who 
support htem. Can it be a burden some- 
times? 


‘ve never had something like this 
come up on a game day that might dis- 
tract me,’’ said Halward. ‘‘I am able to 
help here and there. If someone was more 
famous than I, it might be a problem 
because of all the functions he’d be asked 
to participate in. But for me now, that’s 
no problem at all. Sometimes it’s neces- 
sary to juggle some things around, but if I 
think it’s a worthwhile cause, I’m more 
than willing to do it. 

‘*People look up to athletes in this city. 
They see us through hockey. But if we’re 
more involved in things outside of hoc- 
key, they might be more inclined to help 
out themselves and I think that is very 
important.”’

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ELDER STATESMAN

Hard to believe, but Butch Goring, 
that boyish graybeard, is the Kings’ elder 
statesman in point of service. 

Wasn’t it just yesterday that the impish 
little centerman with the deceptive 
quickness and the deft stick was called up 
from Springfield during the disasterous 
1969-70 season to spark the lethargic at- 
tack of a sixth place club, responding 
with 36 points in his first 59 games? 

For many of the Forum faithful, it is 
difficult to comprehend that Goring, 
perhaps the first skater to bring offensive 
excitement to Los Angeles, is now on the 
downhill side of 30 years old. 

And certainly there is no better chroni- 
cler of the peaks and valleys that has bee 
the Kings’ story over the past decade tha 
Goring, who has experienced a few of 
each in his own career. 

‘*T think the basic difference with the 
hockey team over the past 10 years is that 
the people have gotten better,’’ said Gor- 
ing, who turned 30 last Oct. 22. 
‘*There’s more talent here now than there 
was before.”’ 

What about the accomodations in his 
own full-speed-ahead type of play as he 
creeps towards Social Security? 

““T’ve gotten older, which is obvi- 
ous,’’ the St. Boniface, Manitoba native 
replied, ‘‘and I don’t think I’mas fast as I 
used to be, but I think I’m a smarter 
hockey player than I was 10 years ago. 

“‘T came up being a rookie with a lot of 
enthusiasm and a lot of what you might 
call ‘get-up-and-go.’ I did a lot of things 
recklessly and went out and played like a 
kid.”’ 

Butch feels that it is more a matter of 
maturing than aging. ‘‘I am playing the 
game more with my head rather than with 
my legs,’’ he explained. 

The wisdom of experience has also 
given Goring the insight that it is not only 
he, but the entire National Hockey 
League, that is changing. 

Take for instance his reply to the cri- 
tics who think he has slowed too much to 
continue as a top penalty-killer and an 
integral part of the Los Angeles power 
play in addition to centering on a regular 
shift. 

“TI don’t think all of that has taken 
anything out of me. Any hockey player 
will say the more he plays, the better he 
plays,’’ Butch responded. 

‘*But I think people in this league are 
getting bigger and stronger, so conse- 
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quently for the smallérpla 
you get older, you are net/as effective as 
you were, say, in past yeafg7 

Then has the era of théG3-foot-9, 
166-pound hockey player gon way 
of the free lunch and $1-a-g 
gasoline? 

**T still think there is room for us sma 
guys to play in this league,’’ Goring said. 
‘“But it’s becoming increasingly 
tougher. Nowadays you are going out 
and facing off against centermen like 
(Minnesota’s) Bobby Smith who is 
6-foot-3 and weighs 220 pounds.”’ 

Butch remembered that when he first 
came to L.A., he used to go to Laker 
contests to see Gail Goodrich and Jerry 
West. “‘Gee, you know Jerry West was a 
fairly good-sized guy on a basketball 
court for a guard, but now a guy that is 
6-1 or 6-2 looks very, very small. He 
looks like I do when I stand up against 
guys like Barry Beck of Gilles Lupien.”’ 

“*But as long as a little guy has a lot of 
ability, is fast and can still score, I think 
there’s still going to be room in the 
NHL,”’ Goring analyzed. 

Size differential isn’t the only adjust- 
ment Butch has had to make in the past 
few years. As the holder of such King 
career records as games played, goals, 
assists and points, some feel that Goring 
might have been threatened with the 
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coming to Los Angeles of another speedy 
litter center named Dionne. 

‘‘T think it had to have a bit of an effect 
on me,”’ Goring said honestly of the 
1975 trade for Marcel Dionne. ‘‘Before 
he came, I was kind of like the head 
scorer or whatever you want to call it 
around here. I had things pretty much my 
own way and it did take some of the glory 
and the headlines away, because Marcel 
is such a scoring machine.”’ 

But after Butch got used to the idea, he 
thinks it helped him. 

“‘T realized that Marcel did things in 
certain areas better than me and that I do 
certain things in other areas better, and I 
think I started to play better. ; 

‘‘Now we are good friends and I think 
when we are both on the ice we are an 
extra-added attack. There’s only one of a 
kind like him.”’ 

Indeed, the pairing of the two diminu- 
tive stars on the power play has kept the 
Kings near the top of the league in goals 
scored with the other team shorthanded. 

Another psychological crisis that Gor- 
ing seems to have to face up to is a mid- 
season slump that hits him each year as 
often as Christmas falls in December. 

“It seems like every year from the 
30-game mark to the 45-game mark, I 
seem to have trouble,’’ Butch explained. 
“‘T really don’t know why. I don’t know 
fIreally get down on the game or just get 
bored with it, but I usually bounce 
back.”’ 

This season saw the Kings’ center 
score only two goals in December and 
left him struggling in an effort to reach 
the 30-goal mark for the fifth straight 
campaign. 

But through the first 45 matches, 
Goring’s point total was ahead of last 
season’s pace when he wound up with a 
career high 87. One reason for the fewer 
goals is that Goring has been moved out 
to the point on the power play where he 
had only one score up to Jan. 22, but 
more chances for assists on deflected 
shots and passes. 

“‘T usually have a good second half,”’ 
Goring said optimistically. ‘‘I always say 
it’s like golf. You don’t add up your 
score after nine holes. You add it up after 
18 and judge from there.’’ 

Butch still feels he ‘‘has a legit chance 
for 30 goals. I’m a streak player and 
when I get hot I can score 10 goals in 10 
games.”’

The team with the most points plays 
the team with the least; the second best plays the seventh best; the third best plays the sixth best; and the fourth best plays the fifth 
best. These are best four-of-seven series. 

SEMI-FINALS: The four quarter-final winners are again ranked by points for these best four-of-seven series. The team with 
the most points plays the team with t st and the second best plays the third best. 

STANLEY CUP FINALS: The two se nal winners meet in a best four-of-seven series for the Stanley Cup. 

Note: In all pairings, the team with the at during the regular season has home ice advantage.

FOR CAPTAIN AND CONFIDENCE

While the ‘*C’’ on Mike Murphy’s un- 
iform indicates he’s team captain, it 
could stand for confidence. 

Murphy isn’t cocky, but he’s refresh- 
ingly honest, which is perhaps one of the 
traits which make him a good team leader 
and captain. 

Now in a record fifth year as captain of 
the Kings, Murphy has the ability to re- 
late to both players and management. 

“T never really thought a lot about 
being captain,’’ says Murphy, ‘‘but get- 
ting along with players, the coach and 


management is certainly one of the 


keys.”’ 

Murphy doesn’t believe it’s a difficult 
job. “‘Like anything else,’’ he says, “‘it’s 
more difficult when you’re losing. Peo- 
ple complain that there’s no harmony on 
a team when you’re in a dry spell, but 
when a team is winning and everything is 
fine, you don’t hear anything.”’ 

The hard-working, 6-foot, 
185-pounder, now in his ninth season in 
the National Hockey League, enjoys his 
role as team leader. 

“It’s a privilege to be captain,’’ he 
says. ‘‘I wish I had more ability on the 
ice, so that I could back up the things I 
say with my own talents. I don’t have the 
ability to score or skate like a Bobby 
Clarke or Darryl Sittler when they were 
captains of their teams. Sometimes I’m a 
little hesitant to point out things to our 
players because I can’t back them up in 
the game. 

‘There are times when I want to say 
things, but I don’t. So I do it another 
way. Il apply myself every night in every 
game. I prepare myself the best I can. If 
the guys see that, it sets an example by 
my doing it.’’ 

Murphy, who started the season with a 
new five year contract from Kings’ 
owner Jerry Buss, is well-liked by the 
media because he’s intelligent, he’s a 
team player, and he’s extremely con- 
scientious.

There’s no question that Murphy has 
proved a valuable addition since coming 
to the Kings in 1973. He’s a true two-way 
player — strong defensively and good 
offensively. 

You might be wondering how Murph 
feels about all of the publicity received 
by the Kings’ Triple Crown Line of Marcel 
Dionne, Dave Taylor and Charlie Sim- 
mer. Well, Murph says he’s elated with 
the attention they are getting because 
they’ve earned it.

Murph. ‘‘For a lot of years, I thought 
Butch Goring was ignored by the NHL. 
He deserved to be in the all-star game. 
But this year, Marcel, Dave and Charlie 
have put us where are are. They play 
more and are getting the goals, and 
Coach (Bob) Berry uses them effec- 
tively. 

“‘Our line hasn’t done as much as ex- 
pected of us as far as scoring,’’ he con- 

inued, “‘so we’ve got to do other things

Steve Carlson Was in the Movies 
Before Ever Arriving in Los Angeles

Most professional athletes who play in 
Los Angeles thirst for a chance at a Hol- 
lywood career in movies. 

Not Steve Carlson. He’s had his film 
fling. 

For those who have forgotten, the 
Kings’ left winger appeared in the un- 
forgettable picture “‘Slap Shot’’ three 
years ago. Steve played one of the zany 
Hansen Brothers. 

“‘T was playing at Johnstown in the 
North American League where they 
filmed most of the movie,’’ Carlson said, 

“*My two brothers, Jeff and Jack, wer 
on the same line with me and Universal 
Studios wanted all three of us to play in 
the film. 

‘*The girl who wrote the script, Nancy 
Dowd, traveled with the team to get 
background material. But by the time 
they wanted to start shooting, Jack was in 
the playoffs at Edmonton and couldn’t 
make it. 

‘Jeff and I played two of the brothers 
and they got another hockey player, 
David Hanson, to play the third brother. 

“*A lot of the movie seemed far- 
fetched, but if you’ve seen play in the old 
Eastern League which they were depict- 
ing, you wouldn’t think so. The language 
was pretty rough in the picture, but if 
you’ ve been in a locker room you know 
how bad it is sometimes,’’ said Steve. 

“It took three months to film the 
movie. We had to join the screen actor’s 
guild and the studio wanted to sign me to 
a seven-year contract. But this was at the 
point in my career where I wanted to 
concentrate on hockey and I knew if I 
signed they could dictate when they 
wanted to shoot and it could interfere 
with the regular season. 

“‘At the time my brother wasn’t very 
happy because I turned down the con- 
tract. I also had an offer to do a TV 
special like Dorothy Hamill’s. But again 
I didn’t want to take a chance it would 
come when I was playing hockey. Even 
now, I doubt if the Kings’ management 
would want me signing a movie con- 
tract.” 

The 24-year-old Carlson hails from 
Virginia, Minn., which is 60 miles north 
of Duluth. 
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the Fighting Saints of the World Hockey 
League in 1974. 

““My brother Jack is a right winger 
with the Minnesota North Stars. He hurt 
his back and had to have an operation so 
he’s out for the season. Jeff plays right 
wing with Muskegon in the IHL.’’ 

Carlson played parts of two seasons 
with Johnstown and the Fighting Saints. 
He also spent two seasons with New Eng- 
land of the WHA and last year played 
with Edmonton. 

Asked the major difference between 
the two leagues, Carlson said, ‘‘In the 
WHA there were three or four good scor- 
ers, but in the National League there are 
10 to 15, and you have to be aware of all 
of them.”’ 

Questioned if it’s tougher playing in 
Southern California than in other cities, 
Steve said, ‘‘You don’t have hockey 
weather here. In Edmonton last year it 
would be 30 and 40 degrees below zero. 
You’re bound to be thinking hockey 


‘T signed right out of high school withS there. When you drive to the game you 


had to concentrate on the roads because 
of the ice. Here you just go to the game. 
Now when we go on the road, we’re 
playing in cities where it’s below zero. 
Then we come back to 70-degree 
weather.”” 


With the season moving into the home 
stretch, Carlson looked ahead. ‘‘For a 
while, we were worrying if Montreal 
would lose. Everyone was excited. But 
they aren’t going to lay down and wait for 
us. Montreal is still the class team and 
we’ve got to play well to get ahead of 
them. 


‘*As for the playoffs, I think we’ll do 
better this season than last year when 
L.A. lost in the first round to New York. 


““If we work on our defensive game, 
we'll have better results. We’ve got a 
good skating team and a lot of scorers. If 
the goaltending gets going and with more 
back checking, I think we’ll be awfully 
strong.”’

I am not going to tell you that Bert 
Wilson is a superstar or even a star. am 
not even going to tell you that he is under- 
rated. 

I am not going to tell you that Bert is 
apt to stay with the team indefinitely. His 
numbers simply aren’t good enough. He 
is a hard-hitting left-winger and he is 
good defensively, but he doesn’t skate 
too well or handle the puck too well and 
he doesn’t score 10 goals a season. Some 
seasons he doesn’t come close. 

‘Teams like to say they like players 
like me,’’ Bert says with a sigh and a 
little smile, ‘‘but sooner or later they 
move me to make room for some player 
who looks like he’s going to get goals. I 
think I am more important to teams tha 
some guys who go only for goals, but 
some would argue the point. 

“‘T work hard. That’s my game. That’s 
all Ican do. I work hard at the game. And 
I hope the hard work keeps me in the 
game. But I don’t kid myself. I play from 
game to game, from season to season. 

‘*T like the game and I'll stay in it as 
long as Ican, but I can’t control how long 
that will be. I can only do my best and 
beyond that I’m at the mercy of what my 
bosses think of me. I have no security. 
It’s not an easy way to live,’’ he shrugs. 

It helps that he is single and has no 
family to hang up on his insecurity. He is 
30 years old and he has played profes- 
sionally for 11 seasons, the last six sea- 
sons in the majors. He scored his 30th 
goal in the NHL this season. Charlie 
Simmer, left winger on the Kings, scored 
more than that in the first half of this 
season. 

Bert Wilson is left-winger on the third 
line or the fourth line or maybe the 
bench, depending on how things are 
going with the team. At a time shortly 
after midseason when things were going 
bad with the Kings and they had fallen 
into their worst slump in many years, he 
was almost the only King accused of not 
hustling. 

When teams slip into losing streaks, 
the players usually are accused of not 
hustling. Personally, I think players usu- 
ally try to play as well as they can and as 
hard as they can, but some of them may 
not be capable of playing as well as other 
players, and when they land in a losing 
streak they start trying not to lose, instead 
of trying to win, and they play hesitantly, 


they’re not trying. 

No one ever accused Bert Wilson of 
not trying, so I asked him about this. He 
said, ‘‘I think all players want to win and 
want to look good. A losing streak is 
harder on them than it is on the reporters 
and the fans. The players are the ones 
looking bad and being criticized and feel- 
ing embarrassed and starting to feel in- 
secure and waiting to be traded or sent 
down. I think players try harder than ever 
when the team is losing, but somebody 
has to be blamed for losing. 

“T think there is a danger of letting 
down when you start to expect to lose and 
you lose hope and after a while you start 
to dread the games, but I think when you 
go out on the ice for games you go out 
there with the idea of doing your best and 
getting some breaks and breaking 
through. I think sometimes when you’ re 
winning, you’re just getting all the 
breaks, and sometimes when you're los- 
ing, you’re not getting any.”’ 


without confidence, and they look a Bert Wilson just goes out game after 


game and gives his best and doesn’t get 
many breaks. The most goals he ever 
scored in one season as an amateur was 
13 in 1968-69 with the London, Ontario, 
Knights. The Rangers still drafted him 
23rd that summer. He scored 24 goals in 
1973-74 for Providence. He played five 
seasons in the AHL and got five games 
with the Rangers. 

He played one full season with the 
Rangers. They traded him to St. Louis in 
1975 and the Blues sold him to L.A. in 
1976. Every season it’s sort of surprising 
when he’s still with the team, but Bob 
Berry says, ‘‘Coaches like players like 
Bert because he works hard and does a lot 
of little things for the team every game.”’ 
The fans only like him when he gets into 
fights, and sooner or later they turn on 
players like Bert. 

In his fourth full season here, he is 
hanging on. ‘All Ican do is work hard at 
doing what I can do and hope for the 
best,’’ he says.

Pete Weber is a jovial lad who lends 
himself to nicknames. He is called 
‘*Roly’’ because he is roly-poly, ‘*Bull- 
dog’’ because he has a face like a bull- 
dog, ‘‘Peter Puck’’ because he is shaped 
like a puck.
